Tramp, Tramp, Tramp the Tramps
OCome Tramping in Troops
of Thirty,

Yenterday an unusoal sight was pres.
ented In the superlor court, There were
about thirty tramps, filling wp the whole
room lnslde the rall, and glving Judge
Aylsworth sach a job as he has not had
in many s day, it belng necessary to slft
them out by inquirlng into eich oase
seperately. This gang was gobbled up In
the Wabash rallway yards on Sunday,
they baving boen hanging around there

for some time, greatly avnoying the rail-
way folks, Of all the crowd not one
wonld plead guilty, and the judge had to
determine what to do with thom by ask-
Ing each for a briet blographlcal sketch
The stories told were varled enough to
sult any lover of romanoce and fietion.
The fellows halled from all over the
known world, and from some that wasn't
known, They varled In age from 17 to
70, and no two were alike exoept In belng
dirty, Some of them appeared to ho
rallfy willing to work, but a number
were of the genus tramp, sure,

One old man, whoss hailr was white as
snow, excited sympathy. He came from
New York, whers he had a son, and had
been at work near Cheyenne, and geiting
tired of the west was trying to work his
way back, Another gray-halred man
gave his sge as 33, which was a sarprise
party, as ho scemed to bo at least past
the three score years.

The others were younger and mora
vicions men, and all recemed able to earn
allving. One boy of 17, Inslsted tht his
name waw Oharlle Roas, but not the miss.
Ing one, although he was a runaway. He
clalmed that hls folks were on a farm
near Hastings, Neb., and as he had
rather do anything than work on a farm,
he had left home, [and for a year had
been travelling about, working a llttle
while here, and a little while there. Onea
of the erowd had the addltlonal ocharge of
againat him of larceny, he having stolon a
oabbage. Thif heinous crime was lumped
off with the other. One confessed that
8 had besn working for two months at
£1.50 a day, and had used the money for
drink, One clalmed to have walked all
the way from Kansas City here.

One young man said that he had been
out with his brother, who owneda ranche
of 4,000 acres in Callfornia, and was now
trylog to get back to his folks in New
York, who, he sald, were very wealthy.
‘®Where Is your home!” asked the
judge of one fellow., “‘In Rochester, N.
Y.” “What dld you do there!” *“‘Well,
I worked firing on the New York Cen-
tral for a year and a half,” “When dld
you leave Rochester?’ *‘Ob, about
twenty-two years ago,” ‘“Where have
you been slnce then?' ‘‘Well, 1 bave
been shoveling on the rallroads and fol-
lowing up publlc works.” That settled
It and this fellow was told to stand aslde.
Another one narrated how he had
worked for four weeks digglng a cellar In
St. Jo, and bad drank up the money, and
then started out to find another job.
One had been at work In Central Amer-
ica, on Fort Barrlos, and getting the
mountain fever had come away from
there and after belng in the hospltal at
New Orleans, had got well enough to
reetume his travels, and was now return-
Ing from a vlalt to frlends in Leadville.
One boy told a very Louching satory
about how he he had been working and
sending his spare money to his widowed
mother in Chicsgo, ro that now he was
out of work and had no means to help
blmeelf. One young man from Rek Oak
was among the number. He had lived
